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HJSTOKY OF THE CHUECH. 



Near the close of the year 1819, on motion of Bro. 
John Gray, the First Baptist Church, being a "Welsh 
Church, voted their cordial approbation to those of said 
Church desiring to unite themselves in covenant for the 
purpose of forming an English Church, calling it the 
Second Baptist Church. The brethren" and sisters pro- 
posing to form a second Church met together and voted 
unanimously to call Kev. Elijah F. "Willey, of Lansing- 
burgh, to the pastorate. He commenced his labors on 
the second Sabbath in November, 1819. January 6th, 
1820, a council was called to consider the propriety of 
recognizing the little band of brethren and sisters as a 
regular church. Kev. Daniel Hascall opened the coun- 
cil by prayer. Eev. Elon Galusha was chosen mod- 
erator, and Dr. Charles Babcock was appointed clerk. 
The council, after proper examination, voted, " That 
they viewed the said covenanted members as a regular 
Church of Christ, in Gospel order." Kev. Messrs. Ste- 
vens, Clark, and Galusha, addressed the new Church, 
expressing their fellowship and joy. The Church im- 
mediately went to work to build a meeting house. A lot 
was purchased on Broad street, 50 by 120 feet, and a 
comfortable framed house of worship was built, capable 
of seating about 400. Eev. Elijah F. Willey continued 
his service? until December. 1826. To him, under God, 
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was the Church indebted for its earliest prosperity. 
Previous to the settlement of another pastor the desk 
was supplied by different ministers. 

In July, 1827, on the unanimous vote of the Church, 
Kev. John Harrison accepted a call to the pastorate. 
This connection was of short duration, he resigning his 
charge in June, 1828. The Church and Society then 
extended a unanimous invitation to Bro. William Hague 
to settle over them as pastor, which he accepted. Octo- 
ber 20th7 1829, an ecclesiastical council convened, and 
ordained him as pastor of the Church, and to the work 
of the gospel ministry therein. The Church enjoyed his 
ministrations about two years. In August, 1830, he re- 
signed his charge. In December following the Church 
gave a unanimous call to Kev. Elon Galusha, to become 
their pastor, which he accepted, and at once entered 
upon his work. He served the Church a little more 
than three years, resigning his pastoral duties in April, 
1833. Kev. Edward Kingsford having supplied the desk 
for some time, the Church gave him a unanimous call 
to the pastoral office, which he accepted, and entered 
upon his work in June, 1834. He continued in the office 
until February, 183G, when he tendered his resignation. 
The Church having been supplied by Kev. Thomas 
"Wilkes about a' month, called him in June, 1836, to 
serve as pastor for the remaining eleven months of the 
year, which he accepted. Kev. Daniel Eldriclge suc- 
ceeded to the pastorate. After supplying the Church 
for a number of months, he accepted a call to the pas- 
torate in May, 1838. His preaching was followed by 
tokens of Divine favor, and large accessions to the 
Church were the result of his ministrations. In 1838 
sixty persons united by baptism. He resigned his charge 
in June, 1841. In 1842 Rev. Dudley C. Hayncs ac- 
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cepted the office of pastor, and served the Church about 
one year and a half, resigning his charge in October, 
1843. On the 3d of November, 1844, the Church unan- 
imously called Eev. Horatio oST. Loring to the pastorate. 
He entered immediately upon his work, and continued 
faithfully discharging the many arduous duties of the 
ministry until called to his crown and rest. He died 
on the 14th day of August, 1847. 

In 1847, the Church and Society, believing that the 
old house was not adequate to their use, with great unan- 
imity and liberality entered upon the erection of a new 
house on the site of the old one. On the 22d of Janu- 
ary, 1848, the vestry was occupied for the first time for 
prayer, and on the 23d, Sunday worship was held in. the 
same. Professor George W. Eaton, D. D., preached 
morning and afternoon. Eev. Edmund Turney accepted 
a unanimous invitation to the pastorate, entering upon 
its duties July 23d, 1848. He continued to serve the 
Church until June, 1850, when he resigned. 

Thursday, September 28th, 1848, the new brick edifice 
being completed was dedicated to God. Order of exer- 
cises : At two o'clock p. M. the services were commenced 
~by invocation by the pastor, Kev. Edmund Turney ; 
reading of the 84th Psalm by Eev. Isaac Lawton, of 
Cassville ; prayer by Eev. Daniel G. Corey, of tho 
Bleecker street Baptist Church, TJtica ; sermon by the 
pastor, Eev. Edmund Turney ; text, Psalm Ixvii : 1, 2 ; 
prayer by Eev. Henry C. Vogell, of Eome. Evening 
services reading select portions of scripture by the pas- 
tor, Eev. Edmund Turney ; prayer by Eev. John Dow- 
ling, D. D., of New York city; sermon by the same 
from Haggai ii : 7 ; prayer by Eev. William H. Spen- 
cer, of the First Presbyterian Church, Utica. 

Eev. Thomas O. Lincoln, of Manchester, was called 
1* 
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to the pastorate in October, 1850, and served as pastor 
almost eleven years, during which time he ably and 
faithfully discharged the arduous duties of the office. 
He tendered his resignation February 11, and preached 
his farewell sermon on Lord's day morning, May 5th, 
1861. Under his ministration a precious revival com- 
menced in the Church, which .resulted in the hopeful 
conversion and addition to the Church of more than a, 
hundred persons. 

Rev. Nehemiah M. Perkins, of Micidletown, Orange 
county, N. Y., accepted a unanimous call -to the pas- 
torate and commenced his labors Lord's day .morning, 
October 13, 1861. His ministrations were of unusual 
power, clearness, and fidelity, in which God's written 
truth and will guided every argument and enforced 
every appeal. Fearless, uncompromising, and earnest 
in his convictions, he stood at his post with enfeebled 
body, yet with strong voice and will, testifying in behalf 
of Him. whom, he deemed it his chief honor and duty to 
serve, until called by the Providence of God, through 
failing health, to resign his pastorate in August, 1863. 
He died at Monroe, Conn., August 20th, 1863. 

In June, 1864, the Church and Society voted to vacate 
their house of worship, and remove to a more central 
location. The United States Court Room in the City 
Hall was secured to worship in until a new house could 
be erected. 

Rev. Alfred S. Patton, of "Watertown, Mass., accepted 
a unanimous call to the pastorate, and entered upon his 
pastoral duties Sabbath morning, July 24th, 1864. Dur- 
ing the year he has labored with us he has commended 
himself to us by his piety, his fidelity, and his ability, 
kindly sympathizing with us in our seasons of joy and 
sorrow, and exhibiting a deep and lively interest in 
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whatever enhanced our happiness as individuals and as 
family circles, and has been, under God, instrumental in 
bringing some of us into the fold of Christ. 

At a. regular meeting of the Church and society, held 
October llth, 1864, on motion of Bro. "William H. Haw- 
ley, voted unanimously to assume the name of TABER- 
NACLE BAPTIST CHURCH. The chairman of the Board 
of Trustees reported that they had purchased a lot, corner 
of Hopper and King streets, as. a site for a new house of 
worship. Proposals were issued and a contract was 
awarded to Mr. Henry Lewis, contractor for the stone 
work, and to Mr. Joseph James, for the wood work, upon 
a plan drawn by Mr. G-. S. Meacham, of Boston. 

Thursday, August 3d, 1865, the day designated for the 
performance of the ceremony of Trying the corner stone 
of the new church, was one of the finest for an out-of- 
door service that could be wished. At the appointed 
time, six o'clock p. M., there was a very large number 
of people present at the corner of Hopper and King 
streets, to witness the ceremony. Beside the pastor, Eev. 
Dr. Patton, there were present, of the clergy of this 
city, Eev. Drs. Campbell, Yermilye, and Corey, and 
Eev. Mr. Curtis ; also Eev. Dr. Kennard, (Dr. Patton's 
father-in-law), of Philadelphia. A platform had been 
erected on the joists of the first floor, upon which were, 
assembled the Sunday school of the Church, the choir, 
and a large number of people, Avhile the adjacent streets 
were filled with carriages and spectators. The exercises 
were opened by Eev. Dr. Patton, by reading the hymn 



" H?re in thy name, eternal God, 

We V.uild Uiis earthly lioi:se to thco ; 
0. choose it Cor thy fixed abode, 
And guard it long from error free." 
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Prayer then followed by Rev. Dr. Campbell, of West- 
minster Church. Rev. Dr. Patton then read portions of 
1 Chron. xxix., and 2 Chron. ii., following the same with 
a brief address. 

He said : Christian friends and brethren, this is an im- 
portant and a glad hour. It seems to me as if I could 
hear the voice of God saying to us what he said to Israel 
of old " "Whereas it was in thine own heart to build an 
house to my name thou didst well that it was in thy 
heart." This enterprise in which we have engaged has 
been earnestly and persistently undertaken for the wel- 
fare of men and the glory of God, and we may well and 
confidently look to God for his blessing upon our work. 
It is not my purpose to detain you with any lengthy 
remarks. I may just allude to our progress from the in- 
ception to the present moment. 

Little more than a year ago we resolved to remove 
from our then location to this part of the city, and 
through the kindness of a gentleman whom I am happy 
to see present to-night, we were enabled to procure the 
use of the United States Court Room in the City Hall. 
There have we been worshipping the past year, and 
signal tokens of Divine favor have there rested upon us. 
Our minds were centred upon building a new church 
edifice, and they have never been diverted from it. In 
prosecuting the enterprise we have met with unexampled 
encouragement. Never has money been contributed 
more cheerfully, and we see in this fact an earnest of 
what we shall eventually accomplish. Our expenses have 
been larger the past than any previous year, but all have 
been met, and money is found in ,eur treasury. Thus we 
have abundant cavise for joy and thanksgiving. Surely 
God is smiling upon us. Let us praise his name and 
prosecute our undertaking with energy and perseverance 
until it is fully accomplished. 
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The address was followed by singing a hymn, of Avhich 
this is the first stanza :

liev. Dr. Yermilye, of the Dutch Reformed Church, 
was here introduced, and made a very happy address. 

Eev. J. H. Kennard, D. D., spoke of the pleasure he 
had received during his sojourn in our city, and dwelt 
at some length upon the material and spiritual advan- 
tages resulting to localities and communities where 
Christian sanctuaries are erected. The churches we 
build answer to Banyan's " House Beautiful," where pil- 
grims stop for refreshment and rest, and by the instruc- 
tions there received they are prepared for that house not 
made with hands, eternal in the heavens. "With joyful 
hearts you will enter the edifice when completed ; but, 
if any participating in the present service, should not be 
spared to see the house finished and dedicated, he hoped 
they would all be ready to join in the higher and purer 
services of the temple above. His address was listened 
to with great interest. 

This address was followed bv the siiierinc; of a hvmn

which had been written for the occasion. It was as fol- 
lows :

The ceremony of laying the corner stone, by Rev. Dr. 
Patton, followed. Taking his position near the corner 
he deposited in the corner stone securely sealed in a 
zinc box, the following : A copy of the Utica Evening 
Telegraph of August 3d, a copy each of the Utica Morn- 
ing Herald of June 2d, and August 3d, 1865 ; a sermon, 
by Eev. A. S. Patton, on the "Nation's Loss and its 
Lessons"; a history of the Tabernacle (late Broad street 
Baptist) Church ; the Declaration of Faith ; the Church 
Covenant ; a list of the members and officers of the 
Church; the account of the exercises attending the lay- 
ing of the corner stone, and the names of the partici- 
pants. 

He then said " Except the Lord build the house, they 
labor in vain that build it." " And he shall bring forth 
the headstone thereof with shoutings, crying grace, grace 
unto it." And, striking the stone after the name of each 
of the persons of the Trinity, he said, "In the name of 
the Father, and the son, and the Holy Ghost, one Triune 
God, we now lay the corner stone of this Chi-istian sanc- 
tury, consecrating the edifice here building to the service 
of the Almighty, invoking his blessing upon all who 
are concerned in its construction, until it shall be fully 
completed." The doxology was then sung, and the 
benediction pronounced by Rev. Win. B. Curtiss. 
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The following is a description of the new edifice: . 

This new church is in the early gothic style of 
architecture. The front view comprises a projection, 
with corner buttresses and a gable roof, enclosing a 
large central two-light window, and three large entrance 
doors. On the right and left of this projection are tran- 
septal roofs covering the chapel. On the end of the 
chapel, at the junction of the two streets, the tower spire 
will be located. A graceful outline of the tower is ob- 
tained by corner diagonal buttresses terminating at the 
base of the bell section, the corners of which are cut off, 
and the whole surmounted with an octagonal spire of 
133 feet, ground height. The view of King street shows 
the tower on the left corner, in connection with the end 
of the vestry. To the right of this extends the main, 
body of the house, having the entrance porch at the ex- 
treme right. 

After passing through the front doors, you enter an 
ample vestibule, on the left of which is the infant school 
room ; on the right, a committee room. From the vesti- 
bule you enter, by four doors, opposite the aisles, the 
auditorium, containing six rows of pews. The audito- 
rium is so constructed as to present the appearance of the 
old English churches, with nave and aisles, and with wall 
and clear story windows, but without the injurious effect 
of columns. The ceiling of the nave and aisles is 
divided into two bays by ribs terminating in corbels, the 
whole ornamented in the mediaeval style, with stencil 
work in the primitive colors, upon rich ground shades. 
In the second story, over the vestibule, the chapel is 
located, and is approached by a wide flight of stairs in 
in the tower vestibule.
